Interest on 
mortgages, ami tuxesliave increased 
while prices of farm products have 
gone down.

Fewer Hens, More Eggs 

Grayson county farmers sold 13,000 
cases of eggs In March of this year, 
compared to 3.100 cases la March, 
1018, despite the fact that the poultry 
population of the county decreased 
from 11130 to 1080, as indicated In llie 
census reports. 

The 300.000 hens in the county aver¬ 
aged 13 eggs each during March, while 
a flock of 114 hens owned by Mrs. 
W. V. Kelly, who Is cooperating with 
County Agent II. S. Patterson In 
demonstrating the value of good prac¬ 
tices. averaged 34 eggs per hen. Her 
flock averaged 133 eggs since October 
1, or 70 percent production.

C'nlendsr reform, ns n measure of 
economic reconstruction, Is being con¬ 
sidered by the American Bur Associa¬ 
tion, with n view to reaching an Inter¬ 
national agrrecment for n new calen¬ 
dar to go Into effect In 1931). 

At a hearing of the Bar Associa¬ 
tion's Committee on Commerce, held 
recently In New York, the legislative 
procedure for changing the calendar 
was carefully reviewed. It was pointed 
out that “it Is essential the new plan 
slinll be put Into effect In a year when 
there will he the minimum of transi¬ 
tional disturbance, and when the 
existing order of the days will be such 
ns to maintain, during the transition, 
the utmost measure of ehronollglenl 
uniformity.” Snell a year, when Jan¬ 
uary 1 comes on Sunday, happens to 
occur In 1039, and then not agnln until 
1051). In other words, unless the 
change can he legislated for 1039, 
cnlendnr reform will have to wait 17 
years, until 1950. 

The calendar reform which Is most 
generally being supported Is not the 
13-month plan, but n revision of the 
12-month year, in which the year Is 
divided Into equal quarters. Advocacy 
of this plnn, known in America ns the 
“World Cnlendnr," Is under the leader¬ 
ship of Miss Elisnbeth Aeliells of New 
York. Spcnklng at the Bar Association 
hearing Miss Achelis said, "The in¬
